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“And on Your Left...” 


Experience as a tour guide is not gen- 
erally a required qualification for ei- “ 
ther a Vice-President (Research) or a 
Director of Research Services. In the 
past 12 months, however, such ex- 
pertise has proved invaluable to Gor- 
din Kaplan and Robert Armit. First, 
Economic Development; then Vencap; 
and following that, individuals and 
groups representing a wide range of 
government agencies and private busi- 
nesses have made their way “across 
the river” to tour selected University 
R & D facilities. 

While the focus of the various tours 
has been tailor-made to suit each 
group, their common purpose is to 


communicate the numerous and varied 
research thrusts at the University 
which have important implications for 
government agencies, private industry, 
and the citizens of Alberta. 

Selecting the labs to be highlighted 
on each tour is critical, according to 
Robert Armit, Director of Research 
Services. He believes that a cross- 
section of all facets of University re- 
search should be included. Medicine, 
science, and engineering are empha- 
sized, but not at the expense-of the 
humanities and social sciences. A mix 
of basic and applied research is also 
important. Hence, research scientists 
in such varied areas as immunology, 


Medical Exchange Formalized 


Another extension of the developing 
relationship between the Province of 
Alberta and the Prefecture of 
Hokkaido, Japan, was set in place 16 
March. Members of the University’s 
Faculty of Medicine formalized an 
agreement with Sapporo Medical Col- 
lege which provides for an exchange 
of medical scientists and clinicians. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
(which includes the University of Cal- 
gary and the University of Hokkaido), 
each year one clinician from Japan 
and one from Alberta will spend two 
weeks in the host centre. In addition, 
exchange of research scientisits will be 
for up to four months to “permit time 
for mutually useful exchange of re- 
search expertise.” 

The exchange program was ini- 
tiated by Sapporo, says T.A. 
‘McPherson, Assistant Dean (Sci- 
entific Affairs), Faculty of Medicine, 
one of three University representatives 
who were guests of Sapporo Medical 
College in mid-March. (Joining him

were Robert Fraser, Acting Dean of 
Medicine, and R. Wensel, Clinical 
Professor of Medicine.) The agree- 
ment is part of Sapporo’s Northern 
Region Exchange Program, and is the 
only such formal arrangement in 
which the Faculty of Medicine cur- 
rently participates. While the initial 
agreement is for a two-year period, 
Dean Fraser anticipates that both this 
University and Sapporo would view an 
extension in a favorable light. 

Dr. Wensel, a specialist in gastro- 
enterology, spent two weeks at Sap- 
poro. During his exchange visit he 
gave several lectures and observed 
what he described as “very advanced 
and effective diagnostic facilities.” 

According to Dean Fraser, Sapporo 
Medical College has an international 
reputation as a first class clinical and 
research facility. Consequently, he ex- 
pects that the exchange agreement 
will be “of significant mutual bene- 
fit.”"0O 


electrical engineering, physics, anthro- 
plogy, zoology, and agriculture have 
all been visited by one or more of the 
tours Mr. Armit has arranged. In ev- 
ery case, he says, support from faculty 
members has been tremendous. “The 
key to the success of our tours has re- 
ally been the way in which everyone 
involved has cooperated with us.” 

Recent tours have seen such dis- 
tinguished visitors as Stuart Smith, 
President of the Science Council of 
Canada; Louis Berlinguet, Secretary 
of the Ministry of State for Science 
and Technology; and Gordon Mac- 
Nabb, President of the Natural Sci- 
ences and Engineering Research 
Council, visiting the campus. As well, 
two tours have recently been held for 
members of the University’s Board of 
Governors, tours which, according to 
the Board’s Administrative Director 
Brian Silzer, were a valuable learning 
experience for the Governors. “The 
Board is constantly wanting to be bet- 
ter informed about the University, and 
the tours enabled members to get out 
into the University community and get 
a real feel for what is happening. I 
would hope we can do this on a 
regular basis.”

Board members new and old agree. 
“It was a very helpful experience,” 
said newest Governor Sandy Mac- 
taggart. “I was most impressed with 
the range of important research and 
also with the fine labs and equip- 
ment.” Veteran Board members like 
Janet Bentley also found the tour 
valuable. “It was fascinating. I wish I 
had been able to go on both tours.” 

Other tours were and are in the of- 
fing. Late in March, for example, rep- 
resentatives from Alberta industry (in- 
cluding Westinghouse, Nova, Dow 
Chemical, PCL, GE, and Sherritt 
Gordon) toured facilities and talked 
shop with various members of staff. 

At the close of April, a news media 
delegation will be on campus for a 
backgrounder designed to foster com- 
munication between the University 
and the various print and electronic 
media outlets in the city. 

As the academic year draws to a 
close, the formal tours begin to wind 
down. But various efforts to increase 
awareness and foster communication 
between the University’s research arm 
and the people of Alberta will un- 
doubtedly continue.O 
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Lectureship to Focus on Nursing Research 


Faculty members, master’s students, 
and clinical associates in Nursing will 
join together Wednesday, 18 April, 
for the Faculty’s first Nursing Re- 
search Day. An opportunity for fac- 
ulty and students to share research en- 
deavors with colleagues in the 
University and nurses in the commu- 
nity, the day-long seminar is provided 
for under the terms of the newly es- 
tablished Margaret Scott Wright Lec- 
tureship. 

The Lectureship, announced re- 
cently by Jannetta MacPhail, Dean of 
Nursing, recognizes the “outstanding 
contributions of Dr. Wright to the de- 
velopment of nursing research, nursing 
practice, and nursing education in 
Great Britain and Canada.” The an- 
nouncement coincides with Dr. 
Wright’s retirement as Dean of Nurs- 
ing at the University of Calgary. 

The first person to hold a chair in 
nursing at a European university, Dr. 
Wright has held key positions in both 
nursing administration and nursing re- 
search in Great Britain. She initiated 
the development of a Nursing Re- 
search Unit at the University of Edi- 
nburgh, giving vital leadership in the 
development of the unit now recog- 
nized internationally for the prepara- 
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tion of nurses in research at the doc- 
toral level and for the quality of 
research conducted in nursing prac- 
tice, administration, and education. 
Dr. Wright has held appointments at 
the University of Edinburgh; Dal- 
housie University (Professor and Di- 
rector, School of Nursing); and, most 


recently, the University of Calgary. 
The Wright Lectureship provides 
for an annual lecture or conference to 
be held at the University; while the 
format may vary from year to year, 
the focus will always be nursing re- 
search. Presentations at Research Day 
include such varied topics as an over- 


view of the University’s role in nursing 
in Canada; the importance of 
teacher/student relationships; the use 
of computer-managed instruction; 


- patients’ and professionals’ percep- 


tions of health; sources of student 
stress; and several sessions focussing 
on pediatrics and maternity nursing.O 


Harry Gunning to be Awarded Honorary Degree 


Simon Fraser University, citing Harry 
Gunning’s “outstanding achievements 
as a scholar and as an administrator,” 
will award the former President of our 
University an honorary Doctor of 
Laws degree honoris causa. 

Dr. Gunning, former Governor- 
General Edward Schreyer, and B.C. 
educator Frank Beinder will accept 
degrees 9 June at SFU’s 1984 con- 
vocation ceremonies. 

Dr. Gunning and Mr. Schreyer will 
serve as distinguished visitors at the 
university and give convocation ad- 
dresses. 

Professor Emeritus of Chemistry, 
Dr. Gunning has been a university 
teacher, researcher and administrator 
for close on 50 years. He came to the 
University of Alberta in 1957 as Pro- 
fessor and Chairman of the De- 
partment of Chemistry; his term as 
President was 1974 to 1979. 

A native of Toronto, Dr. Gunning 
emerged from that city’s largest uni- 
versity with a BA (1939), MA (1940), 
and PhD (1942) in the field of ionic 
solutions. After one year at Harvard 
University as a United States Na- 
tional Research Council Post-doctoral 
Fellow, he joined the National Re- 
search Council of Canada as an assist- 
ant research chemist in 1943. Between 
that year and the start of his career at 
our University, Dr. Gunning was en- 
gaged in various teaching positions at 
the University of Rochester and the 
Illinois Institute of Technology. 

The author of approximately 175 
research papers, he has distinguished 
himself in the area of chemical kinet- 
ics and photochemistry. His achieve- 
ments, both as a scholar and adminis- 
trator, have been recognized through a 
number of awards, including the

Chemical Institute of Canada Medal 
(1967), and the Province of Alberta 
Achievement Award (1971 and 1979), 
through his standing as a dis- 
tinguished member of the Inter- 
American Photochemical Society, Of- 


ficer of the Order of Canada (1979), 
and President of the CIC (1973-74). 

Dr. Gunning has been awarded hon- 
orary degrees by the University of 
Guelph (1969), Queen’s University 
(1974), and the University of Victoria 
(1978). 

The transfer of technology from 
universities to industry has captivated 
his interest for some time. He served 
as President and Chief Executive Offi- 
cer of Chembiomed Ltd., and is a con- 
sultant to the Alberta Department of 
Economic Development, Chairman of 
the Edmonton Research and De- 
velopment Park Authority, and a 
member of the Board of the Alberta 
Oil Sands Technology and Research 
Authority. 

Other involvements have included 
terms as Chairman of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation’s advisory 
board in science and technology and 
as a member of the honorary advisory 
committee of the National Research 
Council.O

Fund Development Appoints Associate Director 


Take 14 years’ experience as an 
Edmonton fund raiser, blend with an 
optimistic attitude, a high energy 
level, and a belief in the strengths of 
the University of Alberta and you 
have Margaret (Meg) Clarke, the 
newest member of the University’s 
Fund Development team. 

Recently appointed Associate Di- 
rector, Alumni Giving, Mrs. Clarke’s 
chief responsiblity will be the de- 
velopment and implementation of a 
comprehensive alumni giving program. 
Considering the economic climate and 
the fact that the University’s 90,000 
alumni are scattered across the globe, 
this is no easy task. But Mrs. Clarke 
seems worried not at all. “So many 
people are terrified to ask for money,” 
she submits, “The important thing is 
to know the right people to ask and 
the right way to ask them...and then 
not be afraid to do it.” 

The new job is more complex than 
that, however. Fund raising policies 
and procedures will have to be imple- 
mented and analysed, as will de- 
mographic profiles of University do- 


nors; social events and various other 
public relations activities will have to 
be organized; and an army of commit- 
ted volunteers will have to be mar- 
shalled. Mrs. Clarke’s varied back- 
ground makes her well suited to the 
task. For the past five years she has 
worked for the Provincial Museum of 
Alberta, her responsibilities including 
the research, preparation and inter- 
pretation of the many and ever chang- 
ing displays. In addition to her “job 
job,” she has been an active volunteer 
with the Edmonton Symphony Or- 
chestra since arriving in Edmonton in 
1970. Currently the President of the 
ESO, she is only the third woman ever 
to hold the senior position, and the 
first person ever to work up “through 
the ranks” of volunteers into the presi- 
dency. 

Mrs. Clarke is no stranger to a uni- 
versity environment. A graduate of 
both the University of Kansas (Law- 
rence) and the University of Chicago, 
she taught history at this University in 
the early 1970s. She believes that part 
of her job is being able to commu- 


nicate the University’s many strengths 
to its many alumni. “It’s not enough 
just to ask for money,” she empha- 
sizes. “It’s important that donors 
know what’s happening here and why 
their support is so important.” 
Effective liaison with the Office of 
Alumni Affairs will clearly be critical 
to a successful alumni campaign. 
With Susan Peirce, Director. of 
Alumni Affairs, Mrs. Clarke will 
work toward the establishment of an 
increasing number of alumni branches 


throughout North America. Her ini- 
tial goal is to increase the number of 
alumni supporting the University. 
“Getting them on the list is the crit: 
ical first step,” she explains. “The 
amount that donors contribute is im- 
portant. But just as important is the 
commitment that the donations repre- 
sent. The rapport that is established 
when people participate is just as im- 
portant as the money they donate. The 
spin-offs from that sense of identity 
are fantastic.”10
